Through clouds of smokd shat floated Jazi- 
ly to the celling the observer could see his 
cold wave making large trouble for the 
People down in Olive street.

for a cold wave. Dr. rankenfield had 
given ite to them and had a right to enjoy 
me consciousness of having done ‘‘a good 
deed in a naughty world.“ 
Dr. Frankenfield was gazing at the ceil- 
ing, trying, perhaps, to conjure up in the 
clouds of smoke a second vision of the 
young lady with sky-aspiring feet, when 
a reporter interrupted his reverie with a 
commonplace inquiry about the weather» 

The observer came down from his mental 
perch on the ceiling and said: 

“I promised the people of St. Louis a cold 
wave and delivered the goods. That's about 
all I know. I have been asked about 5,000 
times how long the cold weather will last. 

“Now, between you and me and the pub- 
lic, I don't know everything and wouldn't 
like to make any prediction along that line. 

“I have a sort of suspicion, though, that 
something will come out of the West before 
very long and knock the cold wave, possi- 
bly into the middle of next week, and may- 
be into the middle of next month.“ 

“You mean a sort of elemental Lochinvar 
will come out of the West and min away 
with the storm king’s daughter?“ 

Well, we don’t put that kind of stuff in 
our weather reports, but that’s about it. 

“I have a theory that no cold spell can 
last very long in St. Louis. As soon as 
see a cold wave here I begin to look for 
warmer weather, We seldom have more 
than three or four extremely cold daya in 
succession in this part of the country. Jan- 


uary, 1895, was an exception to this rule, as! 


it was cold nearly the whole month, but 
usually cold and warmer weather alternate 
pretty regularly, . 

“Speaking of St. Louis climate, reminds 
me of a particular species of chestnut that 
usually goes with the Thanksgiving tur- 
key. eople will talk and talk, and wonder 
why I can’t furnish snow on Thanksgiving 
Day: They talk about the good old days 
and the big Thanksgiving snows. My boy, 
they never had them. It’s a myth soa far 
as St. Louis is concerned. There may have 
been an occasional flurry of snow on that 
day, but not the kind the old citizen talks 
about. 

“If you were to look into the matter you 
would find that most of the old timers who 
talk about snow on Thanksgiving were born 
and reared in New England or the North, 
where winter opens earlier than it does 
here. There is usually a cold spell here in 
the latter part of November, but it rarely 
strikes Thanksgiving Day.“ 

The doctor went up to the ceiling again 
and was brought back by a question as to 
the prospects for a fine Sunday. 

“Well,” he said, it will not get much 
warmer. It will be the least bit colder ta- 
night. Sunday will be a little warmer than 
to-day. It will be a fair day.“ 

“Any sunshine?“ 

That depends largely on whether there 
are any clouds,” Was the oracular response. 

“I mean by that,“ he continued, that in 
this kind of weather you can never teil 
what the clouds are going to do. In cold 
weather little light clouds are apt to form 
at any time. 

“There will be sunshine Sunday, but it 
wey not be clear all day. 

“Since the cold wave set in there has been 
a fall of 3 degrees here. At 7 o'clock this 
morning it was 15 above. 

“Our cold wave is lamb-like compared 
with those at other points. At Lander, 
Wyo., it was 28 below zero at 7 o’clock, at 
Pueblo 12 below, at Denver below, and at 
Omaha 2 below. At Concordia, Kan., and 
Salt Lake City it was down to zero. At 
Chicago it was 8 above. 

The entire country is cold except a nar- 
row belt on the Atlantic Coast and the Hast 
Gulf Coast. There is freezing temperature 
as far down as Southern Texas and the 
zero line extends into Kansas. It is ex- 
tremely cold in the West and Northwest.” 


FAR BELOW ZERO. 


Yet the Fury of the Blizzard Is Some- 
what Abated. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 2%.—Light snow 
falls only were reported to-day, but it 
seemed the closing fury of the present big 
blizzard. The temperature dropped, how- 
ever, and the low point reached in this city 
was 7 below zero at an early hour this 
morning, while much cooler weather was 
reported from other Northwestern stations 
of the Weather Bureau. Moorhead re- 
orted 24 below; Huron 8 below; Williston 
below, and Winnipeg 2% below, Train 
service is still badly demoraliged and tele- 
graphic communication has been very great- 
ly crippled.

ROGERS. NAMED, 


He Succeeds Judge Parker on the Fed- 
eral Bench in the Western 
Arkansas District.

WASHINGTON, D, 28. Nov. B. — The 
President has appointed John H. Rogers of 
Fort Smith, Ark., United States Judge of 
the Western District of Arkansas, to suc- 
ceed Judge Parker, deceased. 

Mr. Rogers is a goldbug Democrat. He 
was born in North Carolina October 9, 1845. 
He was reared in Mississippi and graduated 
at the State University at Oxford in 1868. 
In the same year he was admitted to prac- 
tice law. In 1869 he removed to Fort Smith, 
where he has since resided and 3 his 
profession; in 1877 was elected Circuit Judge; 
was re-elected in 1878, and resigned in May, 
1882; was elected to the Forty-eighth, For- 
ty-ninth and Fiftieth Congresses, and was 
re-elected to the Fifty-first Congress as a 
Democrat. 

Judge Rogers will start home as soon as 
he has received assurance that there will be 
no objection to his confirmation. It appears 
that Judge Rogers ts persona grata to the 
Arkansas ators and as he is said to be 
well equipped o discharge the duties of 
the position there will likely be no opposi- 
tion to him. His appointment is said to 
be aeceptable to the bench and the bar of 
the district and this being true there would 
be no object in capteus opposition. Judge 
Rogers was backed by the powerful ele- 
ment of the goldbug wing and 80 easily 
distanced U. M. Rose in the race that sur- 
prise is expresged at Rose’s candidacy.

| The Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, at its meeting at noon Saturday, 
appointed ex-Gov.

Sampson and James Campbell delegates to 
the conference of the Boards of Trade of 
the Central States at Indianapolis Dec. 1.

san commission to study out a plan to re- 
form the currency system. 

The idea of the projectors is to take the 
money question as far as possible out of 
politics and make it a business men’s af- 
fair. In order to rob the movtment of any 
form of bias, the eliminary. steps are be- 
ing taken by the Central States which were 
equally divided in the late election betweén 
silver and gold. 

Silver men on the local. exchange were 
not enthusiastic over the proposed confer- 
ence, and less so when they saw three gold 
men, two of them Republicans, named to 
represent the great silver State of Mis- 
souri. There are a dozen prominent men on 
Change who represent the silver cause.

WHEAT TOO DEAR TO GRIND. 


Mills Running Lightly, as Flour Is 
Not Advancing. 


Several flour mills, either situated in St. 
Louis or depending on this city for wheat, 
are not running full time as a result of the 
high price of grain. The millers declare 
that flour is not keeping the rapid upward 
pace which wheat has been setting, and 
hence there is no profit in grinding. They 
say that they are only making enough 
flour to meet the demand. 

There is not a great demand for flour, 
and millers say it is because flour jobbers 


have stocks, purchased when wheat was 
cheap. The millers declare that the jobbers 
will have to pay fancy prices when they 
are forced to buy from the millers later on. 
The consumer will feel the full effect of 
the high price of wheat. 

The jobbers say that flour is not keeping 
pace with wheat because the millers have 
quantities of grain, bought before the mar- 
ket advanced. 

In the past four months patent flour has 
gone from $3.10 to per barrel and 
straight flour from $2.90 to $4.75.

BLIZZARD. AND HOT 


Cold Weather Records Broken in the 
Rockies While New Yorkers 
Were Sweltering. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Th? deadly com- 
bination of heat ard humidity made famil- 
iar to New Yorkers os the ghastly number 
of deaths and suicides during three weeks 
of last Augugt was in effect again yester- 
day. 

While neither heat nor humidity attained 
the intensity which characterized the Aug- 
ust period, people suffered greatly because 
of the unseasonableness of the weather. 

It was the hottest Noy. 27 in the record of 
the Weather Bureau. The temperature 
was 70 at one time, and the humidity aver- 
aged 92. The combination, coming upon 
the heels of Thanksgiving, when the whole 
population had partaken exclusively of 
heating, nitrogemous foods, and at a time 
when few people are suitably attired for hot 


ee was more than depressing—it was 
eadly. 

The list of suicides, the police reports of 
crimes and the hospital records are accurate 
registers of the effect of unseasonable heat 
and excessive humidity. 


NORTHWESTERN BLIZZARD. 


Cold Weather Records Broken in Mon- 
tana and Elsewhere. 
HELENA, Mont., Nov. 28.—Friday night 
was the coldest night throughout the State 
that has ever been known in the recollec- 
tion of the oldest pioneer. At 7 o’clock last 


evening the mercury registered from 20 to

A PENAL CRIME 


LEGISLATORS WHO ARE DETER- 
MINED TO SUPPRESS FOOTBALL. 


BILLS ALREADY DRAWN UP. 


One Member Has a List of Killed and 
Wounded— The Sentiment in Mis- 
souri—General Sporting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, I., Nov. 28.—With Thurs- 
day's game on the gridiron foot ball fg 
1896 in Illinois comes to a close, and it will 
probably be the last game played in Illinois 
for some time to come if statements from 
members of the coming General Assembly 
count for anything. 

Among the many visitors that have been 
in Springfield during the past month were 
several members-elect of the coming Legis- 


lature and several “hold-over’’ members, 
A canvass among these law-makers shows 
a decidedly strong sentiment against the 
game of Rugby, and foot ball generally. 
Four of the new members hold it simply 
barbarous, and propose putting a stop to the 
practice, 

One member specially was strong in his 
denunciation of the game, and in the course 
of an hour’s conversation let loose the fol- 
lowing strong talk on the game of Rugby 
as now played: 

“When a lot of measly, long-haired, half- 
civilized dudes get together, wearing hair 
that a Comanche Indian wo be 
ashamed of, and dressed in an outlandish 
manner, for the purpose of literally seeing 
which side can knock the other out in the 
shortest time, then it is high time some con- 
servator should look after their interests on 
earth. Just what sport can be found in this 
Rugby business is beyond my ken. It cer- 
tainly is not sport to witness twenty-two 
abl men, that ought to be sawing 
wood or stacking wheat, rolling, tumbling, 
falling, slugging over one another, with a 
half-pound horse hide ball, in a bunch of 
half-crazed idiots. Touch-downs are eim- 
ply knock-downs; half backs ought to be 
declared way backs, and center rushes 
mean nothing less than human catapults. 
The original game of foot ball, where it is 
kicked and punted over a certain goal, was 
bad enough, but when men, real live, 
grown-up men, take to ruffianism, then it is 
time the law interposed and action was 
taken criminally on such proceedings. I have 
come to the conclusion that if horse racing, 
a legitimate sport: Sunday excur- 
sions, a recreation which a poor 
man enjoys, and other such  prac- 
tices, are against the law, then Rugby 1s 
—— short ot criminal, and must be 
stopped. I am preparing a bill, which I will 
present at the first opportunity, which will 
not only put a quletus on foot ball gen- 
erally, but Rugby in particular, and will 
have the penalty severe enough to put the 
English national game where it belongs— 
among ruffians. Base ball ig good enough 
for America, and will afford all the sport, 
and legitimately, that our young men, old 
men and boys care to witness for the bal- 
ance of their lives. You can safely say that 
legislation will be enacted against Rugby, 
or we will find out the reason why, and I 
am considered a ‘dead game sport’ among 
"ne sentient of the R 

e gen ent Representative was 
carried to others of the Legislature, and not 
one could be found who was against it. 
Six were in high favor of making it a 
penal crime, while three others were satis- 
fled with its being made a violation of the 
law with a small penalty attached. The 
all agreed that such a bill should be framed, 
and each one promised to vote for its pas- 
sage if presented in the House. 

Several Senators have been interviewed 
upon the matter,and all of them are in 
favor ot an anti-foot ball law. 

One member has new per clippings of 
every man or boy inju at the game dur- 
ing the past season, which he will offer as 
evidence before the coming House, that the 
game is inhuman, ruffianly and should be 
nes by legislation against its prac- 
tice. 

Several prominent admirers of the game 
were told of the scheme on foot, but they 
“pooh-poohed” the idea and sald it was an 
“ism” that bobs up in every session of the 
Legislature.

worth of stock, conditioned on the people 
approving of the issue of bonds to that 
amount.

During the winter of 1868-69 the General 
Assembly had passed, a law prohibiting 
municipalities from assisting railroads in 
this manner. The law was approved in 
July, 1869. The people of the town voted 
on the bond issue in August, and the propo- 
sition carried by a good majority. 

John Hinchcliff, who was hen City At- 
torney, advised the Council that the pro- 
posed issue of bonds would be illegal, but 
Gov. G. Koerner, who represented the rail- 
road, contended that the city would de 
incurring no risks, and the bonds were is- 
sued, to mature in twenty years. 

The interest was paid annually for years, 
but shortly before the bonds matured a 
perpetual injunction was issued at the in- 
stance of Attorney Charles Thomas of Belle- 
ville, and ‘the interest payments stopped.
